Further progress on his 
tunnel was impossible until money could 
bé raised on the credit and prospects of the 
great enterprise, but the wonderful pro- 
moter found no financial encouragement in 
the East and had to abandon operations 
indefinitely. Creditors attached the prop- 
erty, sold it and bought in enough of it 
to protect themselves. Subsequently Ennis 
returned to Silverton, saying his hands 
were tied unless he could secure the aid 
of his creditors. 

He paid half the $25,000 indebtedness, but 
could raise no money.

According to the German law all interest- 
ed ‘parties have to acknowlédge their agree- 
ment to the distribution, and the German 
courts have refused to distribute the monev 
without the acknowledgement of Charles or 
proof of his death. Mrs. Wibelitz is not in 
a position to furnish either of these. She 
believes, indeed, that her husband is alive, 
as he was seen in the office of the German 
consul in New York in January, when he 
tried to obtain part of the money which is 
coming to him. Her fear that he will re- 
main hidden deliberately and leave her with 
nothing more substantial than the’ know!]- 
edge that she has a generous fortune just 
out of reach has led her to apply to the po- 
lice for help in discovering his whereabouts.

DR. VAN DYKE DOES NOT AGREE 


BELIEVES AMERICA IS AT LEAST 
ON A PLANE WITH ENGLAND. 


Her Poets and Critics Are Doing as 
Good Work as the Best of Con- 
temporary British Writers. 


NEW YORK, June 22.—President Schur- 
man of Cornell University is quoted as say- 
ing in reply to a question last night, re- 
garding the statements in his commencoc- 
ment address concerning American intel- 
lectual barrenness in certain directions: 

“It is undoubtedly true that in America 


there have been no first-class creative pro- 
ductions of the human mind. 

“We are iiving on Europe for the best 
there is in poetry, art, literature and 
science, and the danger is that we are apt 
to be content to go on living so and neg- 
lect to use our own creative instincts. 

‘‘Before any betterment can be expected, 
we must come to realize that we occupy an 
inferior place in this sphere of culture. 
We must forget that in many things we 
lead the old world and this is the hardest 
thing for us to do. 

“I believe that the hope of the country 
is in its colleges and universities. If unl- 
versities and their professors realize our 
secondary place in first-class science, they 
will themselves be moved to greater effort 
in the direction of the highest in science, 
literature and art, and their efforts will ra- 
diate out from them and will do much to 
build up an environment conducive to pro- 
ducing the best. 

“It is impossible to say how many gener- 
ations it would take to put America in her 
proper position. It may take fifty yeare or 
it may take 500.’ 

Dr. Henry Dyke, head of the English 
department at Princeton, is quoted as say- 
ing in an interview upon President Schur- 
man's utterances: 

“On the general proposition that Amer- 
ica is intellectually inferior to Europe, I 
would first question the fact and then con- 
fess my inability to explain the cause. 

‘It seems to me that there Is nothing being 
of criticism, fictio nor poetry which is su- 
done in England at present either in 
the way of criticism, fiction or poetry 
which is superior to what is being 
done in this country, with the pos- 
sible exception of Stephen Philip, in 
dramatic literature, which is of great 

romise. At the present moment fic- 
ion is the leading form of literary ac- 
tivity, and here I think we can hold our 
own with England beyond question. In 
criticiem it would also be easy to name at 
least four Americans whose work its not 
excelled, and to my mind, not quite equaled 
by anything being done in England.’

Her Wheat Crop. 


GATHERING IN THE TRAMPS 


HOBOES’ FACES NOW SET TOWARD 
THE EASTERN COAST. 


Meantime Women and Children Are 
Being Drafted Into Service in 
Kansas and the Need Will 
Continue for Weeks. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 22.—Prosperity 
struck Oklahoma 30 days ago and is mov- 
ing north at the rate of 10 or 12 miles a 
day. Across the southern line of Kansas 
the wave passed about two weeks ago and 
is now circling about Larned, Kingman 
and Great Bend before moving north and 
west into Barton County, the premier 
wheat county of Kansas. The fabled gold- 
en age becomes almost a reality when @ 
statement, based on actual facts, can be 
made that not an able-bodied man in the 
vicinity need be out of employment during 
the next fe wweeks. A dozen wheat coun- 
ties In southern Kansas are crying for 
men, and the employment bureaus in Kan- 
sas City are unable to supply the demand. 
Five thousand men will be needed during 
the next month to harvets the Kansas 
wheat crop. } 

This in substance is the statement made 
by Siate Labor Commissioner E. B. How- 


ard. The offices of the state employment 
bureau in the Nelson building have been 
corweded with men seeking employment 
for the past week, and the demand has ex- 
ceeded the supply every day. Hach suc- 
ceeding day is the same story repeated, 
only larger. Three hundred men were sent 
to Pratt, Kingman, Bunker Hill and other 
contiguous towns on the Missouri Pacific, 
Santa Fe and Rock Island railroads last 
night, and more would have gone had the 
commissioner and his assistants had time 
to perform the physical work of making 
out the mileage tickets. 

Yesterday was the busiest day so far, 
but today will be even busier, according 
to the indications whe nthe office closed 
last night. 

It is a noticeable feature that very few 
men, comparatively, are leaving Kansas 
City for the wheat fields.

SON OF SECRETARY OF STATE. 


HAD BEEN SPENDING THE EVEN- 
ING WITH FRIENDS. 


Supposed That He Was Ill, Went to 
the Window for Air and Fell 
Out of the Window to the 
Pavement Below. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 23.—The dead 
body of Adelbert 8S. Hay, son of Secretary 
of State Hay, and late consul at Pretoria, 
was found on the sidewalk outside New 
Haven House at 2:30 o’clock this (Sunday) 
morning. 

Hay retired to his room at 1 o’clock afier 
spending the evening with friends in ap- 
parently excellent spirits. 

At 2:30 a passerby noticed the body of a 
prostrate man lying on the sidewalk on 
the college street side of the hotel. The 
night clerk of the hotel was immediately 
Summoned and recognized the young man 
as the one who registered as Adelbert 8. 
Hay. 

There was considerable excitement about 
the hotel, and a large body of students and 
graduates who are here for the commence- 
ment exercises soon gathered. A number 
of Hay’s former classmates at Yale posi- 
tively identified the young man. 

It is believed that. Hay became ill, and 
went to the window for air, was overcome 
by a fit of dizziness and fell to the ground 
below. 

At 2:30 this morning the body is in the 
hands of the police officials awaiting the 
arrival of the coroner. 

The night manager of the New Haven 
House can offer no explanation of the cause 
of death and has only the theory that the 
young man went to the window to obtain 
fresh air. He says there was no indication 
that the young mafmehad been 10 or drink- 
ing. There wag no noise or any other.thing 
to arouse the slightest suspicion of a strug- 
gle in the room. 

The police have notified Secretary of 
State Hay at Washington and have begun 
a rigid investigation. 

Mr. Hay was in New Haven to attend the 
class exercises and reunion at Yale. 
Adelbent Hay was born in New York 24 
years ago. The first two years of his 
early childhood were passed in Washington 


when his father was assistant secretary of 
state under President Hayes. He entered 
Yale College at a comparatively early age, 
and was graduated just in time to go with 
his father when he was appointed ambas- 
sador to the Court of St. James. It was 
then he took his first real lessons in diplo- 
macy, just as didJohn Quincy Adams. 
After the elder Hay’s appointment as 
Secretary of State, Adelbert acted as his 
father’s unpaid secretary, except when he 
was in Luzon with Senator Hale and Rep- 
resentative Wadsworth, and had the privi- 
lege of accompanying the army in the 
march from Manila to Malolos. 

When Consul Macrum left Pretoria so 
unseremoniously during the early days of 
the Boer war, young Hay was appointed 
to fill his place. He stayed in Pretoria as 
long as there was any Boer Government to 
deal with and when it finally left the 
Transvaal he went to England and then 


came home.

STRIKERS HOLD MOUNTAINS 


KENTUCKY AND WEST VIRGINIA 
TOWNS TERRORIZED. 


One Thousand Shots Were Fired in a! 
Pitched Battle in the Mining 
Town of Thacker and the 
Fight Is Still On. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WILLIAMSON, W. Va., June 22.—More 
than 1000 shots were fired last night in a 
battle between union coal miners on the 
one side and non-union men and their em- 
ployers. One man was killed, three fatally 
injured and the entire town was terror- 
ized. 

Not a mine in the Thacker, Mattewan and 
Dungess coal fields was in operation today 
and another battle may be fought tonight. 
A party of strikers armed with rifles were 
seen to come up Tug river toward the Lick 
Fork coal mines at Thacker early Friday 
afternoon. 

It was supposed that they were the ad- 
vance guard of union men intent on attack- 
ing the Lick Fork and Maritime mines, 
which is the trouble center in this part of 
West Virginia. 

All the guards were got in readiness for 
a pitched battle, but the strikers apparent- 
ly having no designs upon the Lick Fork 
mines crossed Tug river into Kentucky. 
The mountain side there is rocky and al- 
most perpendicular. ln those fastnesses the 
men stopped. 

‘hen ausk was settling over the valley, 
one of the guards fired across the river, 
where the union men were. If it was a 
challenge it had the desired effect, for in- 
stantly from, not 20 men, but from every 
crag on the mountain side, the fire was re- 
turned. 

It seemed as though the entire mountain 
was ambushed with strikers, and the 
streets of Thacker flowed with _ blood. 
Walter Jennings fell dead. Sam Williams, 
John Duncan and Phil Hawk were fatally 
shot and a dozen others are dangerously 


wounded. 


Strikers Charged 
Down the Mountain. 


Down from the mountainside came the 
union men, across the river, and before | 
anything could be done to prevent they 
seized the entrances to the Lick Fork and 
Maritime coal mines and scored a victory | 
for the strikers.

This lat- 
ter provision of the bankrupt act was in 
no way directly involved in the decision 
in question, which dealt simply with the 
first class of cases above mentioned.”’

The Graduates of Technical 
Schools Gain Recognition, 


THE COURSE IS LENGTHENED 


ONE INSTITUTE EXTENDS ITS 
TERM TO FIVE YEARS. 


—— 


Students are Fitted to Take up Their 
Work in Missouri Zinc Fields 
Or African Gold 
Mines. 


BOSTON, June 22.—The recent announce- 
ment that the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology was to add to its four-year 
course in mining and metallurgy, a gradu- 
ate year of instruction, brings back the 
days of the California gold rush in °49-60 
and the equally important ‘‘Colorado boom” 
in 59-60 which revolutionized American min- 
ing and metallurgical methods, not only in 
regard to the more precious metals, but in 
such homelier but equally valuable prod- 
ucts as iron, copper, lead and zinc. The in- 
flux of foreigners brought in men who had 


been trained in European technica! schools, 
and their methods proved of such advan- 
tage that young Americans crossed the At- 
lantic to study abroad, more particularly at 
the great Prussian mining school at Frei- 
berg. When these young Americans re- 
turned to this country ton J success in turn 
was such that as soon as the stress and 
storm of the civil war was over, technical 
schools immediately took up the subjects of 
mining and metallurgy, which today con- 
stitute one of their most important and use- 
ful departments. 

The time was when the _ technically 
trained man in the mining regions was re- 
garded as a ‘“‘tenderfoot,’’ and as such 
often ran the risk of being shot as an 
abnormal ‘“‘freak,”’ but today men s0 
trained, only recently from the technical 
school, rre in charge of great mines or 
smelters, while their scientific methods 
have worked changes in the mining and 
smelting of ores which have effected sav- 
ings and economics amounting every year 
to many millions of dollars. In hardly any 
other branch of applied science, indeed, has 
a technical education proved of such great 
and famediate advantage. 

In this city one naturally takes for an 
example the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology’s department of mining and 
metallurgy, which is one of the oldest in 
the country, graduating its first class in 
1868, a few months after the first class 
from a similar department at Columbia. 
Its graduates are today scattered all over 
the world, and its laboratories are com- 
plete, though miniature, plants for the 
treatment of all kinds of ores, while its 
students secure practical experience in field 
parties, one of which goes next week, for 
instance, to study the smelting works in 
New York, Newark, Baltimore and Harris- 
burg, Pa. Situated far from any important 
mining center, the student is yet trained 
in every important division of his profes- 
sion, and is turned out ready to take up 
his work in the gold fields of Africa, the 
copper range of Montana or the zinc mines 
of Missouri. 

Down in the basement of the Rogers 
building at the institute one finds oneself 
in a busy maze, recalling, in its multiplic- 
ity of machines and its general atmosphere 
of smoke and soot, the interior of some 
great factory. In the front basement is the 
laboratory of metallurgical chemistry, with 
a complete equipment for the qualitative 
and quantitative analysis of ores, ng 
curious retorts, glass tubings of every kin 
and shape, and busily spinning amalgamat- 
ing pans, suggestive of something between 
a laundry machine and an ordinary iron 
mortar. In the rear are the furnaces, both 
reverberatory and muffle, by means of 
which the students, clad for the time be- 
ing in the roughest sort of working clothes, 
are smelting the various ores. ear the 
furnaces are the many machines used in 
the treatment of ores—for example, the 
combination of ‘‘Collum jigs’’ and slime ta- 
ble, such as is used in the Copper range 
of northern Michigan—from which a stu- 
dent may acquire the experience which 
will enable him, if only he has the inborn 
executive instinct, to step very soon into 
a great plant and take charge of an im- 
portant department. 

Perhaps the most interesting of the ma- 
chines are those in which gold and silver 
ores are treated, such a grouping, for tin- 
stance as the stamping mill, amalgamating 
plate and ‘‘Frue vanner.’’ The notable fea- 
ture of the last named machine its a huge, 
table-like rubber belt which revolves, as 
one might say, up hill. On it the ‘“‘tailings’’ 
from the amalgamating plate fall, and 
across its surface dashes a curtain-like 
spray of wafer which washes down the ref- 
use, while the heavier and precious par- 
ticles are earried up by the belt and dumped 
into the final receptacle.

‘inen the weather cleared up in the har- 
vesting districts of America, Hstimates bé- 
gan pouring in that this year’s crop would 
pe the largest ever raised in this country. 
The conditions for the new spring wheat 
were ideal. Good rains were falling in 
the Northwest, while the sun was shining 
brightiy in the Southwest and West, where 
the farmers were cutting. 

Betore all this the wheat market gave 
way. When it began to fall the specu- 
lators stampeded. Holders of much wheat 
wanted to sell and down prices dropped. 
For the week July declined 2%@2%c, closing 
at 63%@63%c. September closed at 540, 
Zy4@zssc decline for the week. 

The harvesting of the new wheat crop is 
progressing favorably. No rains Mave inter- 
fered and in the West and Southwest most 
winter wheat is in the shock. 

Already new wheat has reached the mar- 
ket. Two cars arrived on the §$t, Louis 
market last week—one from Tulsa, Indian 
Territory, and the other from Oran, Mo.

The suit against nineteen building and 
Joan companies for back taxes aggregat- 
ing nearly $750,000 has not yet been en- 
tered, but it is slated for an early com-

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ALL THE HORSES SICK 


SYMPTOMS THOSE OF THE GRIP 


Treatment Is Quinine in Liberal Doses 
Followed by a Tonic and Throat 
Medicine. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 22.—There was a 
marked increase today in the number of 
horses in this city suffering from some new 
malady which veterinary surgeons believe 


to be the grip. 

Thus far the strange malady has not 
proved fatal, although reports indicate that 
it is spreading through the country. An 
epidemic is reported from New Jersey and 
in Indiana and other middle western states 


hundreds of horses have been affected. 

“Thousands of horses have been at- 
tacked,’"’ Superintendent Hankinson of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals said, ‘‘and the number of suflerers 
geems to be increasing every day. I have 
been with this society for 28 years, but | 
never saw anything resembling this dis- 
ease. The symptoms are easily detected. 
I do not know whether the new disease is 
contagious, but every owner whose horse 
develops a cough should lose no time in 
giving treatment. The disease is spreading 
very rapidly in this city. 

‘*'The Theraca seem to be affected chiefly 
in the larynx. This disease develops rapid- 
ly. A horse may eat his. breakfast all 
right and apparently be perfect! sound, 
and then be seriously sick by night. The 
temperature of a horse when attacked by 
the disease soon goes up to 10 or 106 and 
I give sulphate of quinine in drachm doses 
until the temperature is reduced to 100. 
Then I administer remedies for the throat 
and give the sufferers a tonic.” 

Dr. McCaffrey said there was nothing in 
medical books which offered any explana- 
tion of the disease. It differs from the 
epizootic which played such havoc with 
horses in 1874. 

A feature of the new disease is that ab- 
scesses form in the space between the two 
bones of the lower jaw. 


COLLISION IN TUBE RAILWAY 


Would Cause a Wreck the Possibilities 
of Which Are Awful to 
Contemplate.

LONDON, June 22.—Col. Yorke, the chief 
inspector of railroads of the United King- 
dom, gave this startling prediction to a 
parliamentary select committee concern- 


ing the awful consequences of a collision 
in the ‘‘tube” ratlways: 

‘The results of a collision would be of 
an appalling character, owing to the con- 
fined space in which the trains run. There 
is no possibility of qa lateral movement, 
and the cars would be wedged against the 
walls of the ‘tube.’ The loss of life would 
be terrible to contemplate in such an ac- 
cident. It would be intensified by fire from 
the highly charged electrical conductor, 
creating a volume of smoke sufficient to 
suffoate those not already killed.”’ 

The only way to prevent such catas- 
trophes in his opinion, is to have no con- 
fluent junction and to work the lines rig- 
‘orously on the shuttle system.

Dr. Daly’s Will Provides 
Homes for Them. 


FULL DETAILS OF THE PLAN 


ALMOST THE WHOLE OF HIS 
ESTATE GIVEN. 


His Executors Are Directed to Estab- 
lish a Series of Homes in the Coun- 
ties of Allegheny and 
Beaver, Pa. 


PITTSBURG, June 22.—The will of Maj. 
William Hudson Daly, the East End phy- 
siclan and surgeon, who committed suicide 
at his home. No. 6211 Howe street, Sunday 
rnorning, was filed for probate shortly be- 
fore 12 o'clock today. Judge John M. Ken- 
nedy and William H. R. Goss are made ex- 
ecutors. The will was made on Feb. 19 last. 

Almost the whole of his estate, the value 
of which is not given, is to be used for 
charitable purposes. The will directs that 
a granite cross be erected over his wife's 
2rave. it is his desire to be buried beside 
his children so that they shall lie between 
him and his wife Athalia. The will reads: 


“I direct, will and bequeath all my es- 
tate, both real, personal and mixed and all 
Kinds wherever located, including life insur- 
ance to the basic endowment founding es- 
tablishment, and maintenance of a home or 
homes for industrious girls and women, 
without respect to age or sect. The first to 
be established in the counties; of Allegheny 
and Beaver. Others can be located else- 
where, as the fund shall grow adequately 
through the philanthropic generosity and 
consideration of others toward a worthy 
class of giris and women who have not re- 
ceived the attention of kindness they merit. 
If during my life, I shail have time and op- 
portunity to establish the initial ‘“‘Athalia 
Daly Home,” in Pittsburg, then my estate 
is to be applied to the further entailment, 
maintenance and purposes herein before 
named. 

The bequest of my estate for the purposes 
hereinbefore indicated and named is to be 
first subject to certain life annuities, to be 
paid in quarterly installments to the per- 
sons hereinafter named, in lump sums dur- 
ing their natural lives, and to cease and de- 
termine at each of their respective deaths. 
The Athalia Daly Home or homes at be- 
coming the beneficiary of the sum or sums 
to be determined whether such respective 
deaths occur previous to or subsequent to 
3 own death and the probating of this

will in the manner as aforesaid. are John 
M. Daly and Mary Daly, his present wife, 
of Road Creek, county of Princess Ann, 
state of Virginia; Thomas L. Daly and 
Carie, his present wife, of Gibsontown.

Short of Pittsburg, county of Allegheny 
and state of Pennsvivania’ who shalt sash 
be paid out of the income from my estate 
$600 per year in quarterly installments; that 
is to say, $150 at the end of each quarter 
during their natural lives, and in the-natu- 
ral lives of each of them. Their heirs and 
assigns being excluded by my will. 

“The aforesaid sum from the income of 
my estate shall in no way be increased 
by the death of other beneficiaries, and 
the sum or sums they receive are to be 
used only for their own respective support 
and maintenance in life, and shall {n no 
way go to pay debts incurred or obligations 
assumed or anticipated by them for 
themselves or others, nor shall the income 
anticipated, encumbered, transferred, or 
set over to anyone else, or in any sense 
be Hable for their debts, current, anticipat- 
ed or transferred by the above said bene- 
ficiaries. The mortgages I hold against the 
farm of John M. Daly and his wife, Mary 
Daly, is not to be foreclosed nor payment 
demanded of same during the natural lives 
or ownership of either of them. 
“Fourth—The manner of endowment 
founding, .maintenance, name. working. 
conduct, objects and ends of the Athalia 
Daly Home or homes shall be as follows 
and continue so: 

“A—My estate is to be the basic endow- 
men fund, to be added to by others who 
may be so fon mnt: sega inclined to ad- 
vance and enlarge the usefullness of its 
alms. The name to be the Athalia Daly 
Home or Homes for Industrious Girls and 
Women.”’ 

“B—A proper charter shall be obtained 
forthwith by my executors and trustees of 
the estate hereinafter to be named, if I 
have not already done so during my life- 
time, and my executors are empowered to 
pay from my estate: for each executor and 
trustee $10 to the Athalia Daly Home or 
homes. If said executors and trustees do 
not wish to pay that sum themselves, until 
the number and character other than the 
executors and trustees heréinafter to be 
named to insure wise and conservative 
maintenance and working of the Athalha 
Daly Home or homes. Since it is my de- | 
sire that the contributors of $10 or more 
shall be the constituent voters for the elec. 
tion of managers annually from-among the 
number of contributors. 

“C—The working, conduct or economy of 
the management for the Athalia Daly 
Home or homes, does not contemplate that 
any large buildings. shall be erected for 
the purpose, but rather one or more plain 
dwellings, comfortably furnished and 
adapted for the ed gg ne preferably some 
one or more of those belonging to my es- 
tate in Allegheny or Beaver County, or 
both. The object, intent, aim and effect of 
the Athalia Daly Home or homes shal! be to 
furnish home, shelter, protection, instruc- 
tion and improvement to industrious girls 
and women, while ither in or out of em- 
ployment, at the lowest possible cost com- 
mensurate with maintaining the proper 
sense of self-respect and ambition cn the 
part of the beneficiaries, who shall desire 
or require the shelter of plain, comfortable 
and cheerful home surrounded by good tn- 
fluences, attended by proper and whole- 
some amusements, presided over by kind 
and friendly guardian officers, known to be 
interested in the happiness,prosperity, self- 
renpect and welfare of the Sematictarion. es- 
pecially in shops, sewing and servant girls 
or others run down physically by over- 
work, misfortune or anxiety, there shall be 
the most generous consideration given in 
every way to their restoration to. health 
and industry and employment secured for 
them. To girls who have strayed from the 

ath of rectitude there shall be a helping 
mand extended toward restoration to pro- 

riety and industry. This class of girls can 
cared for In one of the branches of the 
home separately. 

“There shall be evening courses of lec- 
tures and training during nine months of 
each year given by women who are ex- 

rienced housekeepers on the duties of 

ousekeepers toward servant girls and 
other relevant matters. There shall be 
lectures in the same manner given by wom.. 
en, if possible, who are or were formerly 
servants themselves, upon the duties of 
servants toward housekeepers. one an-

Perhaps this tombstone may 
figure in war damages, but it matters not, 
for it was of little worth.

FULL DETAILS OF THE PLAN 


ALMOST THE WHOLE OF HIS 
ESTATE GIVEN. 


His Executors Are Directed to Estab- 
lish a Series of Homes in the Coun- 
ties of Allegheny and 
Beaver, Pa. 


PITTSBURG, June 22.—The will of Maj. 
William Hudson Daly, the East End phy- 
siclan and surgeon, who committed suicide 
at his home. No. 6211 Howe street, Sunday 
rnorning, was filed for probate shortly be- 
fore 12 o'clock today. Judge John M. Ken- 
nedy and William H. R. Goss are made ex- 
ecutors. The will was made on Feb. 19 last. 

Almost the whole of his estate, the value 
of which is not given, is to be used for 
charitable purposes. The will directs that 
a granite cross be erected over his wife's 
2rave. It is his desire to be burled beside 
his children so that they shall lie between 
him and his wife Athalia. The will reads: 


“I direct, will and bequeath all my es- 
tate, both real, personal and mixed and all 
Kinds wherever Jocated, including life insur- 
ance to the basic endowment founding es- 
tablishment, and maintenance of a home or 
homes for industrious girls and women, 
without respect to age or sect. The first to 
be established in the counties; of Allegheny 
and Beaver. Others can be located else- 
where, as the fund shall grow adequately 
through the philanthropic generosity and 
consideration of others toward a worthy 
Class of giris and women who have not re- 
ceived the attention of kindness they merit, 
If during my life, I shall have time and op- 
portunity to establish the Initial ‘‘Athalia 
Daly Home,’”’ in Pittsburg, then my estate 
is to be applied to the further entailment, 
maintenance and purposes herein before 
named.

SENATOR CLARK SAID TO BE IM-

LANDS TAKEN UP BY. DUMMIES 


A General Conspiracy Charged, in 
Which Many Women Tried to 
Turn a Few Pennies. 


HELENA, Mont., June 22.—A month ago 
W. J. Zevely, a special agent of the in- 
terior Cepartment. appeared here and made 
some inquiries about certain public lands 
in Montana. Shortly after that qa modest, 
unassuming gentleman appeared on the 
scene and registered as M. C. 
Grand Rapids, Mich. He did not remain 
very long. It developed later that he was 
a special United States assistant attorney- 


general. Early this week F. A. Maynard, 
also of Grand Rapids, came here. 

A special dispatch from Washington about 
ten days ago announced the latter's ap- 
pointment as a special attorney of the de- 


half of the government, of certain import- 
ant cases in Montana. His early arrival 
has renewed the gossip which has been 
current here that the government was after 
big game. Mr. Maynard and other gov- 
ernment officials will not discuss the pro- 
posed litigation, but the rumor is to the 
effect that no less a person than United 
States Senator W. A. Clark is to be made 
defendant in a suit in equity to be brought 
by the government to set aside patents il- 
legaily issued to him for valuable timber 
land in this state. 
| The case will, so it js said, turn upon the 
possession of 12,000 to 14,000 acres of land 
which was disposed of under the timber 
and stone act at $2.50 per acre. The as- 
sumption is that Senator Clark paid a large 
advance on this price in the shape of com- 
missions to his agents. It is said that his 
ivate assistant was one R. M. Cobban of 
iscoula. who was employed to secure per- 
sons to make entries for the land, each 
entry embracing 160 acres. Cobban hired 
as an assistant for himself C. L. Griswold 
of Missoula. Cobban and Griswold are said 
to have induced nearly 100 persons to make 
these entries, who were paid a bonus of 
$100 each for their share in the transac- 
tions, in addition to having all the ex- 
penses Incident to making the entries paid 
with money furnished by the supposed 
Clark ents. Not only were men hired to 
make the entries, but many women were 
not averse to making an ‘‘honest’’ dollar 
in this way. In making these entries the 
entrymen were obliged to make oath that 
they were purchasing the land for the tim- 
ber thereon; that they were acting in good 
faith, and not as agents for any other per- 
son or corporation. 

Immediately upon the filing of the applit- 
cation and the necessary publication under 
the timber and stone act, the local land of- 
fices issued certificates showing the facts 
as a preliminary to the issue of patents 
by the land office at Washington. It is 
said that these certificates were given to 
Cobban, who in turn transferred them to 
Senator Clark. Land lawyers here say 
that this last transaction is the one that 
will probably be attacked by the govern- 
ment. Under the timber and stone act 
title to land entered in accordance with it 
cannot pass until the patent has been issued 
by the government. The United States Su- 
preme Court has sustained this provision 
and it is probable that the government will 
allege that, by accepting a transfer of the 
final certificate, Senator Clark was not an 
Innocent purchaser within the meaning of 
the land laws.

A year ago there was one such institution 
-—at the Shields School. The idea ig to 
locate these places in portions of the city 
where there are a great many children 
without where to play; to take them off 
the streets and out of the alleys; to in- 
culcate in them pride in being clean, po- 
lite; to teach the girls to sew; to teach boys and girls to play every game known 
to childhood, and play it in good fellowship and without quarreling. 
Two hundred children ayailed themselves of the Shields School playground last sum- 
mer. Some five-eighths were little girls. In the two summer months the institution was main- 
tained, the children received much valuable instruction and learned so to defight in the place that 
they came in great numbers early in the day and remained until the gates closed late in the aft- 
brnoon. There were shower baths given by N. O. Nelson. The children reveled in these. There 
were sand heaps given by Harry Block. No one whe has never watched children play in sand 
could know what big and little castles, what winding moats and mounds and mesas the children 
builded with these. There were handhall nets and parallel bars, and down in the basement of the 
schoolhouse the ladies conducted the Kindergarten. It was.all a wonderful place to the children 
around Seventh and Carr streets. They swarmed to it, lived joyously in it. They were helped 
in it. 
The success and evident value of the Shields School summer playgrounds were such the people 
behind this good work determined upon advancing it to considerable proportions this year. So 
they organized the Vacation Playground Committee of St. Louls and Suburbs, electing Mrs. BH. T. 
Clapp, president; Mrs. Price Lane, treasurer; and Mrs. E. C. Runge, secretary. 
Thus far there have come to the ladies these encouragements to their work for July and August 
of 1901: 
One thousand dollars subscribed by friens; an offer of the Shields and Pestolozsi schoothouses

During 1901 up to date two and one-half 
times as much money has been invested in 
new buildings as during the same period in 
1900. 
Builders did not wait for balmy spring to 
begin operations. They braved the icy 
blasts of winter to make the first year of 
the new century a record-breaker. More 
permits were taken out at the office of the 
commissioner of public buildings in January 
than in any of the succeeding months. 

The January record will probably be sur- 
passed in June, judging from the volume of 
business done so far. 

More buildings are being put up in the 
west central portion of the city than in 
any other section. 

The area of greatest activity is bounded 
on the west by Belt avenue, on the east by

Up to June 13, 1901, permits were obtained 
for buildings to have an aggregate cost of

were issued was only $2,260,7%. 

The average cost of buildings erected in 
St. Louls during’ the first six months of 
1901 has been $4900, as against an average 
cost of only $2600 in the corresponding pe- 
riod in 1900.

COUNTRY TO BE OPENED. 


HIS last of the Indian lands to be 
opened to homesteaders is a big 
country. There are kingdoms in Eu- 

rope not so large. There are states in 
New England of less area. 

The Kiowa-Comanche-Wichita lands are 
between the state of Texas and Oklahoma 
and Indinan Territories. The topography of 
the country is very similar to that of the 
territories upon either side of it. It is the 
typical Southwest, with its illimitable 
plains, sparse timber, short grass, with its 
unbluff rivers, its wondrously fertle val- 
leys, its unique fleld where side by side 
grows cotton, corn and wheat, its 50-mile 
fences, houseless and treeless stretches, its 
runt mountains and its element of im- 
miscible Indians careless alike of the 
bounty of the government and God Al- 
mighty. 

The Kiowa-Comanche country is four- 
times as large as the Wichita country, 
which joints it on the north. From the 
east line of the Kiowa-Comanche coun- 
try to its west line tis In no place less than 
65 miles and in most places from 70 to 80 
miles. The length of the land is from 60 
to 6 miles. The Wichita country is 30 
miles wide and 35 miles long. 

These lands are so named because they 
are the homes of the Kiowa, Comanche and 
Wichita Indians. These Indians are there 
now. They have been permitted to take 
the first choice of land, each Indian, man, 
woman and child, getting 160 acres wher- 
ever it best-pleases him or her to select. 
Locating an Indian in this way is called 
an allotment. All the allotments in this 
country have now been made. Each In- 
dian has selected his or her 160 acres for 
himself or herself or his or her children, 
and has sald: 

“IT will take this.”’ 

The white people get what is left. 
this is what is left: 

Ten thousand 160-acre tracts in the 
Kiowa-Comanche country, and 3000 similai 
homesteads in the Wichita country. Much 
of this tis fertile land, which would be 
worth $100 an acre in the $100-corn belt of 
Illinois. Much of it is sandy plain, where 
the sun not only shines, but pours. It is 
possible for it all to become a country 
giving no hint of what it was. But that 
master gardener, the Caucasian, must coine 
with his brain and brawn, his shining plow 
and singing reaper, his cotton gin, thresher 
and mill and mart. He alone can .nake 
this land bloom like a rose. 

And he will come. He is an enterprising 
gentleman. Already he sits upon the bord- 
er more thousands strong than there are 
hotnesteads to give. When the Gistribution 
of lands Is made he will swarm over the 
country like the legion of Alexander upon

jahoma and the Cherokee strip. The K!- 
owa-Comanche-Wichita lands will be 
drawn. 

But into the camp of the boomer’s mus- 
ings the interior department has hurled this 
shell: 

“There is to be no rush f{nto the Klowa- 
Comanche-Wichita country. The home- 
steads will be allotted by drawing.’’ 

The boomer cannot lift his nose high 
enough, nor curl his Ilp hard enough, to ex- 
press his contempt for the plan. His dis- 
gust is something akin to that of the giant 
Ajax when he learned that Greece no longer 
hoped to conquer Troy by valorous battle 
before the walls, but would take the’ place 
by sneaking a band of bludgeon béarers 
through the gates in the stomach of a 
wooden horse. 

So the boomer has ridden back into the 
southwest, with a sigh. A homestead, to 
be won by pink and green paper tickets in 
a white box, is an affair for women and 
children in which he wants no part. 

The law of March 38, 1901, provides that 
before the reservations are opened they 
shall be divided into counties and @ county 
seat located in each. County seats will 
contain 320 acres and the lots will be sold 
to the highest bidder, not more than one 
business and one residence lot to be sold to 
any one person. The proceeds of lots sold 
are to be used to build courthouses and 
bridges and make other public improve- 
ments, and all county and township officers 
shall be appointed by the governor of the 
territory. The county seats will be the 
only. towns located by the government. 

Any settler filing upon a quarter section 
can enter it for townsite purposes upon 
payment of $10 per acre and the making of 
a showing to the satisfaction of the depart- 
ment that a townsite is necessary there. 
He files a plat of the town and the lots are 
his own property to dispose of as he deems 
best. There will likely be a number of 
good towns in the reservation outside of the 
county seats. 

The new lands have been divided into 
three counties of almost equal area. The 
county seats of these will be at Kiowa, 
at Fort Sill and at Anadarko. Here the 
government has laid out town sites arourid 
the little towns already there. It is ex- 
pected that the fortunate folk who get first 
choice of land will take the lands ingme- 
diately adjoining these sites. In addition 
to these sites the government has set 
aside in the Kiowa-Comanche country four 
tracts to be the common pasture property 
of the Indians. Also school lands and res- 
ervations for agencies aggregating 3000 
acres. Lands for missions and churches ag- 
gregating 1600 acres, and 60,000 acres for 

Fort Sill. The Indian pasture lands aggre- 
gate 489,000 acres, and the Indian personal 
allotments 463,000 acres. The school and col- 
lege lands reserved amount to 329,8€7 acres, 
and the special allotments to 3840 acres. 
The aggregate of Innd reserved for all pur- 
poses is 1,342,317 acres. All else is open to 
settlement. The entire acreage of the 
Kiowa-Comanche country Is 2,958,893 acres. 
This leaves 1,626,576 for settlers. 

The Wichita country consists of 743,610 
acres. That portion open to settlement will 
make 2000 farms of 160 acres each. 

This is a portion of the treaty by which 
these lands are to be opened. It is of in- 
terest to settlers:

land office fees prescribed by statute for 
such entries the entryman shall pay $1.25 
per acre for the land entered at the time 
of submitting his final proof: 

And provided further, That all homeste.d 
entries where the entryman has _ resided 
upon and improved the land entered in good 
faith for the period of 14 months, he may 
commute his cntry to ctsh upon the pay- 
ment of $1.25 per acre: And _providod 
further, That the rights of honorably dis- 
charged Union soldiers and sailors of the 
lute civil war, as defined and described in 
sections 2200 and 2305 of the révised stat- 
ute shall not be abridged: And provided 
further,’ That any who, having at- 
tempted to but for any cause falled to"secure 
a title*tin fee to a homestead under existing 
laws, or who made entry under what is 
known as the commuted provisions of the 
homestead law, shall be qualified to make a 
homestead entry upon said lands: And pro- 
vided further, That any qualified entryman 
having lands adjoining the lands herein 
ceded, whose original entry embraces less 
than 160 acres in all, shall have the right 
to enter so much of the lands by this agre»- 
ment ceded lying his said 
eutry as shall, with the land already entered,

It is expected 
that once in the hands of white people, 
these mountains will yield fortunes im 
ores and minerals. The Indians have done 
nothing to develop the mineral weaith of 
their country. They have been lax in 
this as in agriculture. The Indian is not a 
m.ner, 

There is an eld tradition in the southwest 
that the Aztecs were accustomed to min- 
ing much of their silver in the Wichita 
Mountains. The Spanish conquerors are 
said to have found and worked these mines. 
Hiowever this may be, it is true that o!d 
mines have been found in these mountains, 
some of them bearing indications of con- 
siderable development a long time ag». 
There is more than one man in the south- 
west who is counting upon getting a rich 
mining claim in the Wichita Mountains. A 
few years of white occupation will prove 
or disprove the old stories. 

The mining laws of the United States are 
extended over the new lands. They are 
made subject to location and entry of min- 
ing claims. Under the mining laws a per- 
s0n can go upon any land and stake off a 
mining claim, which is a tract 600 by 100 
feet in size, embracing about 20 acres. He 
puts up a notice of his intention to com- 
plete a mining claim there and has 3) 
days in which to commence work. Any 
time that mineral is in sight he can file 
upon the claim at the recorder's office, 
filing copy of the notice he has posted upon 
the land. He must do $100 worth of work 
upon a claim the first year and the same 
amount each succeeding year to hold it. 
Whenever he has done $500 worth of work 
or put $500 worth of improvements upon a 
mining claim he can obtain patent to same 
from the government. Any land In the dis- 
trict is subject to mining claims. The fact 
of a man having filed upon land for a home. 
stead or town lots does not prevent another 
man from coming on and prospecting and 
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filling a mineral claim upon the discovery 
of mineral of ary kind. If mineral is found 
upon any homestead the homesteader. will 
not be able to prove up on it under the 
homestead laws. 

The Indian neighbors of the whites who 
go into this country will be of several 
tribes. There are Comanches, Kiowas, 
Apaches, Wichitas and Caddoes. They are 
fragments of what were once powerful na- 
tions, aS power was reckoned before the 
white men came. The Kiowas have in 
ethnology the distinction of being the only 
American people with a tradition concern- 
ing their ancestors. The Kiowa fathers 
have told the sons that their people came 
out of the North with dogs and sleds. 
There are those who believe this to be 
true and offer it as proof of the theory that 
the Indians were originally Asiatics who 
came to this continent from Siberia by way 
of the Bering Straits. The Apaches are 
accounted by experts the physically per- 
fect people. They came from the extreme 
Southwest. It is said of them that for 
centuries they have been physical cul- 
turists and that the reason Geronimo and 
his warriors excelled even the horses of 
the United States army in endurance dur- 
ing the Apache war, is that every Apache 
boy and girl has always been made to 
practice from childhood the physical exe 
ercises of their tribe. An authority who 
dwelt among the Apaches in Arizona and 
New Mexico says of them thata male of the 
tribe who was neither a child nor a de- 
crepit old man was derided as a squaw 
by the men {ff he could not lift to the full 
height of his arms over his head two In- 
dian boys weighing each a hundred pounds. 
This same writer says the boys and giris 
of the tribe practiced every. day agility 
in springing from the prostrate position 
to their feet, turning quickly, quickness 
with the eye and ekill in leaping 
on and off a horse. The Comanche 
shail always be famous as the true 
horsemen of the plains. No other tribe so 
rully conquered the wild horse and so skill. 
fully rode him did the Comanche. It 
is the remnants of these people who will be 
neighbors of the whites in this new land. 
They are Indlans in every characteristic. 
Old Geronimo, the Apache war leader, is a 
prisoner at Fort Sill. Some of his people 
are in captivity with him. They simply 
live within the fort reserve, their punish- 
ment for indulging in one of the bloodiest 
wars ever made upon the whites. Other 
Apaches are in the south end of the reser- 
vation. The Apaches and Caddoes are least 
numerous of the Indians there. 


TOUR OF THE COUNTRY. 


ORTH LOSEY of Oklahoma City, O. 

T., has just made for the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch a personal tour of the 

new country. Mr. Losey went through its 
length and breadth for days with a 
camera and open ears and eyes. He has 
seen the country, its flora and faimna. tts 
mountains and rivers. And what is more 
important, he has seen just what lands 
the Indians have taken and what lands re- 


main.

I went. into the country from the norti- 
east and traversed it in every direction, 
It is a good country wholly undeveloped.

HAVE just returned from a thirty-two- 
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There are river béttom ands as fertile as 
those of the Mississippi Valley. There are 
illimitable stretches of fertile prairie. There 
are rich pasture lands and mounta™.s: which 
cannot fail to yield mineral. With all this 
natural beauty the Indians have done noth- 
ing. They could not sell their lands to 
the whites, so they leased them for pas- 
ture. With the mountains they have done 
nothing at all. 

There are 2900 Indians tn the Kiowa-Co- 
manche country and about 1000 In the Wich- 
ita country. The opening of the lands is 
going to be a money-making proposition for 
the Indians, Heretofore they have been 
getting very little out of their lands. They 
owned nothing individually and collectively 
owned a big country. The best they could 
do, inasmuch as they would not develop 
the agricultural and mineral wealth of 
the country, was to lease it for grazing pur- 
poses. This netted each Indian about $30 
a year. 

Now the Indians get a quarter section 
each. This applies to every Indian, man, 
woman and child. Some of them have big 
families. Their portion of the allotment 
is something enormous. I saw one Indian 
who had a wife and nine children. For 
each of these and himself he got a quarter 
section of land. In all this family got 1760 
acres, almost three square miles. They took 
it right in the best of the rich bottom land 
along the Canadian river. It is immensciz 
valuable. They cannot sell it for % years; 
but they can lease it and live in ease. ‘his 
is what the great majority of the Indians 
down there will do after the @pening—ive 
in ease. 

There is nothing slow about an Indlan in 
an allotment. He is no farmer, but he 
knows the good land from the bad. He 
knows that the bottom lands of the Cana- 
dian, Red and Washita rivers is as fine as 
there is in the United States. Fully half 
of the Indians have taken their allotments 
in these bottoms. The other half are out 
around the Wichita mountains and scat- 
tered along the lesser rivers and out on the 
plains. There is no telling where an Indian 
will live. 

I should say that one-half of the rich 
river lands have been taken by the In- 
dians, The other half is open for settle- 
ment. At $1.25 an acre it ts a little for- 
tune for practically nothing. About half 
of the country at the foot of the mountains 
has been taken. This !s also good land. It 
is especially good in the mountain valleys, 
and the Kiowas and Comanches have gone 
into these almost unanimously. They like 
the mountains, which have springs, pretty 
little rivers and timber, and can aiso own 
here almost as good land as that in the 
river bottoms. 

There is one railroad in the country. This 
is the Rock Island, running through the 
north end of it from Anadarko to Mangum. 
Two of the new county seats, Kiowa and 
Anadarko, are on this raliroad. The Bock 
Is.and is building a line from Anadarko 
down to Fort Sill. This will be ready when 
the country is opened. 

Entering from the northeast, I struck 
first the Canadian river, which is the north 
boundary of the new lands. The bottom 
lands here are covered with fine soll. Cot- 
ton, corn and wheat all grow here. The In- 
dians have swarmed to these bojtom landa, 
The Wichitas are aimost all here and over 
on the Wasbita, an dthere are some Dela- 
wares among them. There is twice as much 
land as they couNi take, and the 

pey cou @, whites 
will surround them on every side whén the 
homesteads are drawn. 

South of the Canadian river is a rolling 
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and broken country much like that seen in 
the Indian Territory. It is quite as good 
farming land as one sees in much of the 
Southwest. The Indians have taken very 
little in here. 

Beyond this broken country I found the 
Wichita river. The river itself is not more 
than 100 feet wide, but its bottom ts from 
one to six miles across. This is as good 
land as there is’in the country. The Ine 
dians have taken about half of it. They 
are mostly close to the river. There is good 
land behind them and right tn their midst. 

Beyond the Wichita I found prairie, and 
then the Wichita Mountains. The moun- 
tains cover an area of about 2% or # 
miles. They are not high mountains, though 
Mount Scott, the highest, towers pretty 
high above the plain. Rainy Mountain, 
Mount Sheridan and Signal Mountain are 
the other principal peaks. These moun- 
tains are granite and other rock rising 
right out of the prairie. They are covered 
by a growth of scrub oak and abound in 
fine springs, pretty streams and beautiful 
scenery. The people down there expect 
these mountains to produce mineral wealth 
and become a paradise for the unhealthy. 

On the south and west sides of these 
mountains and back in the valleys inter- 
secting them are the Comanche and Kiowa 
Indians. They have lived in here ever 
since they came to the reservation and 
have taken their allotments here. The 
government has done & great deal for these 
people, even building many comfortable 
houses for them. I saw quite a number of 
these, all empty, and the Indians living in 
tents. They prefer a tent to @ house. They 
do little or no farming, depending

N. O. Nelson and his co-workers 15 

miles northeast to the co-operative com- 

munity of Leclaire. These are to be the 

first immigrants to a Children’s Republic to 

be established at Leclaire and maintained 
there through July and August. 

The Children’s Republic at Leclaire is to 
express in a very interesting way the solici- 
tude of Mr. Nelson and those who work 
with him for the weal of their fellows, ‘hey 
purpose to make the Republic a place 
where. children from the overpopulous dis- 
tricts of St. Louls may have a week in the 
country at little or no cost to them; where 
children who see little of fowers and lawns 
and birds may recreate among these to 
their hearts’ content; where boys and girls 
to whom such things will be valuable may 
learn that individual industry begets a 
common happiness; where good food and 
healthful play will help the children phy- 
sically, and where &n acquaintance with 
things they should know will assist them 
morally and intellectually. 

Not many persons are behind the Chil- 
dren's Republic movement just at this time, 
and the number of children to enjoy these 
good things must necessarily be limited. 
Mr. Nelson expects that in time it will 
grow. But for the nonce the Republic must 
be limited in population to 2% children 
through the week and from 560 to 75 on 


unday. 

Thoroughly to understand just what is to 
be done, it is interesting to know what Dr. 
J. W. Caldwell said to the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. Dr. Caldwell is the superintend- 
ent of the Social Settlement at Ninth and 
Wash streets. He is one of the earnest men 
at the right hand of Mr. Nelson. He has 
worked in the co-operative factories at Le- 
claire, and has taught school there. He is 
now a worker in the N. O. Nelson shops at 
Bighth and St. Charles streets. 

Dr. Caldwell is to be placed in charge 
of the Children’s Republic. As all republics 
have a president, so is Dr. Caldwell to be 
president of the unique republic to be es- 
tablished at Leolaire.

We get to Leclatre after a pleasant ride 
through what has been a wonderful coun- 
try to the 25 little girls.. You must know 
they have come ffom a quarter of St. Louis 
where flowers, lawns, birds and the things 
which make the country beautiful are rel- 
dom seen and little known. It is astonish- 
ing how few flowers are raised in the over- 
populated sections of a big city. We would 
suppose people would have ‘nore potted 
flowers and plants then they do. They have 
scarcely any at all. 

We are now at Leclaire. The little girls 
are taken to the clubhouse. This is to be 
their home for a week. There are fresh, 
green lawns around. There is a lake. There 
are gardens, and near them is a green- 
house. There are trees and groves and 
fields. All these are to be the children’s for 
this week. They may go where they will 
and do what it shall please them to do, 
granted it is harmless. 

Our first meal is dinner. It is served in 
the roomy dining hall in the clubhouse. 
There is room for all the girls. They come 
to the table neat, happy and hungry. They 
have a good dinner. 

When the meal is over the girls clean 
off the table and wash the dishes. Then 
they assemble to determine what shall be 
done in the afternoon. They make sugges- 
tions, and finally decide by a vote. If they 
go vote they may each do what she will. 

There are green lawns to play on and 
fresh fields to romp in. There are orchards 
and flowers and grasses, birds, butterflies 
and insects. All these will delight the lit- 
tle girla. And as far as we shal! be able, 
we will teach them the names and charac- 
teristics of everything they see. 

In the evening the children have supper. 
After supper they play again, and then go 
to the schoolhouse, where, with stereopti- 
con, chalk talk, music, etc., we shall en- 
tertain and instruct them an hour each 
day. We have several good talkers to assist 
in this work, and shall take some talent 
out from S8t. Louls. 

One of the features of our evening imneet- 
ings will be an open forum, in which the 
children may ask questions of things in- 
teresting them, and in which they will be 
asked questions in turn. The idea ig to 
teach them little things it will profit them 
to learn. We can teach them some botany, 
something of the Insect life they have seen 
around them, and something of ihe birds 
and many another thing. 

Every girl makes her own bed and cleans 
up her room in the morning. It Is to be a 
place where by individual effort everyone 
is to be made happy. There are to be no 
drones in the Children’s Republic. 

We expect that a week of this life will 
be very helpful to the children of the city. 
Boys’ week, of course, will be livelier. We 
have just the place for boys. There are 
places for every sort of game they like, 
and even a lake to swim in and boat on. 
They will be well looked after. 

During August we expect to Introduce 
store-keeping and banking. We want the 
boys to do some work in the gardens, plant- 
ing such things as beans, corn, etc. Eventu- 
ally we want to pay them for this work 
and have them patronize the bank and the 
store, purchasing their own supplies and 
earning their own living. We cannot tell 
just now how far we may be able to go 
with these features this year. 

Sunday will be our big day. There will be 
pd religion in the Republic—only the relig- 


~ 


fon of good morals, industry, unselfishness, 
politeness and those attributes of good men 
and women. We shall have too many de- 
nominations and sects represented to at- 
tempt any sort of service at all, and shall 
make our Sunday afternoon meetings en- 
tertaining and instructive, like the meet- 
ings to be held at night. 

We are not going to make of the Repub- 
lic a place where people may get something 
for nothing. There is no merit tn such char- 
ity. I have been talking to my children in 
the settlement of this Republic for several 
weeks, and the boys and girls have been 
bringing to me such little sums as they are 
able to save. No one but myself is to know 
how any child gives. It is not expected that 
any will give as much as it is going to 
cost to take them to Leclaire and keep 
them there a week. But we have friends 
who assist us in making up the funds. We 
believe a child who is able to give no more 
than a single penny will feel better about 
going and be more benefited than another 
which may be able and yet unwilling to 
make any contribution to the fund with 
which she is to be entertained and housed 
and fed for a week. 

We shall have no trouble getting all the 
children we can look after. The trouble, in- 
deed, is going to be to choose from so 
many. We could in a single day get to- 
gether 500 children who need this week at 


Leclaire. No one unfamiliar with the over- 
crowded quarters of the city can appreciate 
the numerical strength and bodily weakness 
of the children. 

Mr. Nelson is going to give much of his 
time to the Republic. I call it this hecause 
everything must have a name, and the 
George work with the children in the Bast 
is so named. Mr. Nelson will be at Leclaire 
every evening. I shall be there myself ev- 
ery day, but must be back at my settle- 
ment every evening. We have some excel- 
lent helpers who will spend the two months 
out there. Mrs. August Frank, Mrs. A. 
Arnstein, Mrs. Rachel Elbus and Mrs. 
Mary Rosenthal, all active workers among 
our children in the Social League Settle- 
ment, will go out there 

We want to make the week at Leclaire 
the best the children have ever known. We 
shall interweave work and play, but shall 
overdo neither. We have a dancing hall in 
the playhouse, and the children will have 
dances there. Then we shall have parties, 
such as any neighborhood of children has. 

It is not expected that one child will re- 
main in the Republic more than one week 
in the two months; but exceptions will be 
made in cases where the child is unwell 
and especially needs the healthful life of 
the Republic. We have some little weak- 
lings who will be kept out there all suin- 
mer. We expect In this way to bring back

Louis Transit Co. has had figures complied 
especially for the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
showing how many persons ride and where 
they go on Sunday.

HE figures which I gave the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch show @s nearly as can 
be determined the exact number of 

persons who ride on the street cars on 
Sunday. I have selected June 9 as a 2am- 
ple Sunday. It was a bright day; just the 
kind to make an outing enjoyable. 

The statement which I have had prepared 
shows the number of fares collected on all 
the lines. The proportion of transfers is 
much larger on Sunday than on week days. 
People have more time to ride and thcy 
want the longest trip they can get for a 
nickel. The Delmar avenue line runs to 
Forest Park and has a partial through ser- 
vice té Delmar Garden. On Sunday, June 
9, 25,214 fares were collected on this line. 

On the Page avenue line which runs di- 
rect to Delmar Garden, the official reo- 
ords of the company show that 24,699 pas- 
sengers were carried on this line. 

The Chouteau avenue line carries passen- 


gers to Forest Park and to Forest Park 
Highlands. The total for this line on this 
sample Sunday was 20,400. 


Tower Grove Park and Koerner’s Garden

are reached by the Tower Grove line. The 
total number of passengers carried was 17, 
123. This alone does not show how many 
persons went to Tower Grove Park, which 
is reached by three other Hines. One of 
these, the Compton Heights line, carried 
9184 passengers. Another, the Park avenue, 
carried 11,325, and the third, the Market 
street line, carried 12,843 passengers. 

Creve Coeur Lake Is one of the most pop- 
ular of Sunday resorts. On the Sunday 
which has been taken as an example 87:6 
fares were collected on the Midland road, 
which is the only trolley line running direct 
to the lake. 

The cemeteries of South St. Louls are the 
principal attraction on the route of the 
Cherokee strect division. The total number 
of passengers carried on this line was 21,- 
208. 

The Grand avenue division ts the great 
north and south artery. It leads to the 
Bellefontaine and Calvary cemeteries on 
the north and to Grand Avenue Park on 
the south. The number of passengers car- 
ried was 36,200. Of the fares collected 16,498 
were transfers. 

Bellefontaine and Calvary cemeteries are 
also reached by the Bellefontaine ime, 
which now includes the California diviston. 
Eclipse Park Is at its southern terminus, 
On this road %,71l passengers were carried. 

Sunday travel an the Olive street line is 
always heavy. On June 9 47,63 passengers 
were carried. 

The Broadway line is the most important 
line of the system so far as the number of 
passengers carried is concerned, though its 
receipts are not the largest on account of 
the number of transfers collected. It con- 
nects with Bellefontaine Cemetery and wth 
Jefferson Parracks. Cn this line the numb.r 
of passengers carried was 56,040. 

The totals show that theenumber of per- 
sons carried on all of these lines was 225,- 
872 going to and from the principal points 
of interest in St. Louls. 


Assuming that each passenger rode twice, 
that is, to and from the place where he 
sought Sunday diversion, the figures tndi- 
cate that 162,686 persons rode on the cars 
of the St. Louls Transit Co. on this sam- 


ple Sunday.

MISS EWING AT HOME. 


HE home of Missouri's extraordinary 
rE departure from the standard stature 
of humankind is in Scotland County, 
northeast Missouri, four and one-half miles 
southwest from Gorin, a little town of #0 
people on the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad. 
I had not more than reached Gorin when 
I had reason to know that Miss Ella Ew- 
ing is the most generally known person in 
S:o land County and the cyncsure of en un- 
flagging community interest. 1 wanted to 
drive out to her home and every inquiry 
elicited some voluntary statement concern- 
ing Miss Ewing. People in Gorin not only 
knew her, but they knew naught but good 
of her and combined with a readiness to 
speak well of her an irrepressible eagerness 
to know what was wanted with her. 
Miss Ewing lives with her father in 
pretty country place of her own choosing. 
The country folk amid whom she lives es- 
teem her highly and regard her fondly. She 
permits no wave of prosperity to carry her 
away from her love for the country home 
in Scotland County. The quietude and se- 
clusion of the place, the kindly neighbors

kindly face I could not see without unnat- 
urally elevating my own. 

As a passerby lifts his face to see the 
clock in the tower, so I lifted mine to In- 
quire: 

“Is this Miss Ewing?” 

I knew it was, but 3 feet and 4 feet is a 
big difference in human heights and one is 
never proof against being confused. Who 
else I could have thought she might have 
been, with her 8 feet and 4 inches, is more 
than my wondering mind would explain. 
For sheer self-etupidity I could have hid- 
den my head in the pocket of her skirt. I 
was just the right height to have done it. 

My first impression in the, presence of the 
Missouri giantess was commingled pleasure 
and awe. 

She was so natural, but her naturainess 
descended from such unnatural heights. 

She invited me in. I told her who I was 
and why I had come. She is accredited 
with being the tallest woman in the world. 
The Sunday Post-Dispatch wanted to know 
all about the tallest woman in the world. So 
many millions of us breathe in a stratum 
of air lying from 56 to 6 feet above the earth. 

How 
does the tallest woman in the world live 
in her own home? What sort of woman is 
she, and how does she live conveniently 
when every big and little appointment of 
home and hotel, making up the sum of our 
convenience, is fashioned for people around 
5 feet and 67 What sort of bed can she 
sleep in, and what sort of chair sit in? 
What are her relations with people inside 
and out of her home? Giants, we think, 
are something that cannot exist for us 
after we are 4 or 6 years of age. It is 
quite wonderful to find a living, speaking 
giantess right here in our state—a human 
being tall enough to have walked hand in 
hand with Adam himself, though he were 
ever so many cubits high. 

Miss Ewing was less embarrassed than I. 
She was accustomed to being talked to as a 
giantess, and I had never interviewed one 
before in my life. Her smile was reassur- 
ing. She led me into her parlor and left 
me there while she finished her dinner.

The giantess sitting before me did not 
seem a giantess now.

HE recent remarkable discoveries of 
ancient Greek statues, including 


those found in the sea off the Island 
of Cerigo, have added several masterpieces 
to the world’s store of ancient art treas- 
ures. Four of these statues are absolutely 
unique and are typical of the several peri- 
ods of Greek sculpture to which they be- 
long. They are the “Bronze Hermes” and 
“The Crouching Warrior,’ both discovered 
in the sea; the “‘Bronze Athlete,” found a 
few months ago at Pompeii, and the 
“Bronze Charioteer,”” unearthed by the 
French in their excavations at Delphi. 

The Delphic Charioteer and the Hermes 
from Cerigo are, I believe, the finest an- 
client Green bronzes in existence. The 
“Hermes” and “The Crotuching Warrior’ 
are comparatively free from the corrosive 
effect of the salt water in spite of their 
immersion for about 2000 years in the sandy 
bottom of the sea, where they were found 
embedded. 

It must not be forgotten that these statues 
are originals and not ancient copies. More 
than the nine-tenths of the much-admired 
statues that fill the museums of Italy and 
the rest of the Continent are not works of 
original Greek sculpture, but Greco-Roman 
copies. The question as to why the thou- 
sands of marble copies which fill the mu- 
seums should have remained extant while 
the orig'nals were lost is easily answered by 
the historical facts in the case. In the 
highest period of Greek art, during the 
fifth century B. C., marble and stone were 
not the materials in which the great eculp- 
tors put their highest artistic ideas. The 
materials used for the great works of sculp- 
ture were gold, ivory or bronze—and @rhen 
the barbarous hordes swept over the clas- 
sic lands the statues were meited or de- 
stroyed. This has caused the scarcity of 
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the original works of those times—a scar- 
city which emphas'‘zes into an artistic epoch 
the discovery of such relics as those now 
referred to. 

It is thought that the two Cerigo statues 
are originals which Sulla carried off from 
Greece, no doubt with many other works 
of art, all of which were lost in a ship- 
wreck off Cape Malea. Proof of this theory 
is found in the fact that the anchor and 
some of the timbers of an ancient vessel 
were brought to light with the statues. 
But for this shipwreck it is not likely that 
the bronzes would ever have been pre- 
served for modern discovery. 

The most beautiful of these recent finds 
is the life-size bronze figure of the youth, 
Hermes, of which only the upper half can 
be pictured. What is here presented, in- 
cluding the head, arms and hands, is in 
excellent preservation. This I believe to 
be the finest ancient bronze in existnce, 
perhaps even the finest Greek statue. It at 
once challenges comparison with the fa- 
mous marble Hermes of Praxiteles from 
Olympia. The similarity in general char- 
acter and in all details is such that I have 
ventured to ascribe them both to the same 
master. The figure is resting on the left 
leg, the right being drawn back. The right 
shoulder is pushed forward, the arm and 
hand upraised and extended, while the left 
arm and shoulder are drawn back. This at 
once gives that cross rhythm to the figure 
which adds an inner life to the whole com- 
position, and, with this life, repose. 

The two sides of the figure, as it were, 
move transversely—right foot back, right 
arm forward, left arm back. Added to this 
movement of the body we have the slight 
bend forward and downward of the head, 
the eyes looking intently forward and the 
head so beautifully posed on the exqulisite- 
ly modeled neck. If we add this poise of 
the head to the general movement and 
rythm of the body and the action of the 
hands, the whole harmonizes with the ex- 
pression of the face, which gives a clear yet 
moderate emphasis. 

The expression of the face is thoughtful, 
eager and yet not sensationally emotional; 
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the half parted lips, as if about to speak; 
the sensitive nostrils that may at any mo- 
ment quiver with emotion; the eyes di- 
rected clearly and attentively toward the 
people or the things to which the body is 
turned, and the hand upraised—all bear this 
out fully. The youth is not clutching or 
holding anything, as it has been thought 
by some, nor is there any indication that 
he has just held a round object. The ges- 
ture conveyed by the hand is a delicate 
and reposeful movement, blessing, praising 
or appealing for attention, which seems to 
be the keynote of the whole composition. 

In the marble group representing a half 
crouching figure, also found off Cerigo, the 
youth is crouching down, the body bent for- 
ward, the head eagerly upturned, while the 
left arm, while the sword was evidently 
arm, the hand holding some rounded ob- 
ject, is stretched downwards. The action 
is so clearly that of combined defense and 
attack from below upwards towards an ad- 
versary that it would not require the cor- 
roboration of the ancient monuments which 
could be deduced to show this. The crouch- 
ing youth held an upraised shield on his 
left arm, while the sword was evidcntly 
in his down-stretched right arm, the in- 
ference being that at the next moment he 
will plunge his sword into the horse or 
centaur advancing toward him. The mod- 
eling of the body and head, as well as the 
attitude, is full of life and vigor, and I am 
inclined to ascribe the workmanship to the 
sculptor Lysippus, in the second half of the 
fourth century B. Uv. 

The well-preserved bronze statue of a 
youth recently excavated at Pompeil is 
supposed by its discoverers to bee an orig- 
inal Greek work, dating back to a period 
some years before Phidias, but, I think, 
in reality it belongs to that revival of ear- 
lier Greek art in the imperial age of Rome, 
which is associated chiefly with the artist 
Pasiteles, who flourished about the first 
half of the first century B. C. 

Of far greater artistic value, In fact of 
such excellence that in its way it can com- 
pletely hold its won in comparison with the 
bronze Hermes from Cc erigo, is the life-size

The peninsula, say 
those who fondly regard it as an American 
Eden, was clearly designed to form a sin- 
gle state of itself, and it would make one 
of the fairest in the union. 

Tt is now separated into 14 counties—three 
‘of Delaware, nine on the eastern shore of 
Maryland and two on the eastern shore 
of Virginia. The waters of the Chesapeake

A Bay, of the Delaware Bay and the At- 


lantic Ocean lave its sides, and its north- 
ernmost counties, Cecil in Maryand and 
New Castle in Delaware, lie side by side on 
the Pennsylvania line, between the Susque- 
hanna and Delaware rivers. 

The climate is a boast and the land fer- 
tile and of unsurpassed adaptability to di- 
versified crops, especially the cereals, 
small fruits and vegetables. 

Bold and navigable rivers reach from 
the Chesapeake to the ridge in the center 
of Delaware, which forms the backbone of 
the territory, and there are numerous 
creeks on the eastern sie.

The peculiar dress of this figure, with 
the belt placed high and the upper part of 
the tunic fastened by bands over the shoul- 
der, which are crossed on the back to 
prevent the undue flapping of the draperie 
in the wind is that cusctomary in chariot- 
eers. The firm, simple lines in the model- 
ing of the brow and the nose, the crisp en- 
graving to indicate the hair on top of the 
head, point to the earlier, severer period 
before Greek sculpture had attained its full 
freedom. 

On the other hand, the masterly mofieling 
of the feet, one of which has the toes 
firmly pressed downward to keep a firm po- 
sition in the chariot, and the exquisite mod- 
eling of the extended right arm and hand 
in which the reins were held, all show it is 
undoubtedly the work of a great master 
belonging to the period immediately pre- 
ceding the age of Phidias. I am inclined to 
attribute it to the Attic artist Calamis. 

The discoveries of Cerigo have not been 
completed—they have only begun. Whe 
knows what the depth of the sea may yet 
have in store for us? The cleaning and 
piecing together of the lower portion of the 
Hermes fragments is now being done by 
the director-general of antiquities of 
Greece, Mr. Cavadias.

CCORDING to Prof. Cesare 
broso, a distinguished Italian scien-

er in Homer nor in Hesiod do we find any 
mention of it. Hector did not kiss his 
Andromache when he bade her farewell, 
neither did Paris press her lips to those of 
the beautiful Helen end Ulysses, who was 
more cosmopolitan than any man of his 
Gay, never dreamed of kissing the enchant- 
ing Circe. 

It is 
neous with divorce and other 
conveniences. The kiss is responsible for 
many of the things that happen and. at- 
tract public attention the world over. 

In Nemaha County, Kansas, Miss Millie 
Daniels, who is described as unusually 


handsome, has adopted a novel means of 
rewarding the faithful and well-behaved 
among her pupils, and her plan has been 
approved by the board of trustees, who 
have engaged her for another year. Miss 
Daniels, whenever a student attends school 
one whole week without being tardy or 
absent, kisses that student, whether male 
or female.

So two years ago she 
adopted the scheme, and it has worked 
well ever since.

AMBES H. RICKER of St. Louls has 
discovered a fuel beside which bitu- 
minous coal, the fuel universal, is as 

impotent as it is extravagant. The basis 
of Mr. Ricker’s discovery is Texas oil. 
Compared with bituminous coal in the three 
chief essentials—cost, effectiveness and 
quantity—it costs but one-tenth as much, 
makes steam and melts metal in one-half 
the time and occupies less than  one- 
fifteenth as much space. 

These, at least, are Mr. 
for his discovery. 

Bxcept in the matter fad cost, Mr. Ricker 
is substantiated by the results of a test in 
the Post-Dispatch building with this first 
atriking suggestion of the practical use to 
be made of the enormous product of the 
new Texas oil wells. 

Mr. Ricker has been working three 
months upon the mixture he has now se- 
cured. He brought to the Post-Dispatch 
building two bricks of his composition. 
They were of the consistency of tar. They 
weighed 4% pounds each. 

With these bricks Mr. Ricker purposed 
melting a batch of metal in the stereo- 
typing room. He expected to do with nine 
pounds of his new fuel in 45 minutes what 
is done every day with from 1% to 150 
pounds of coal in from an hour and a half 
to an hour and three-quarters. And he 
aid it. 

Mr. Ricker estimated the cost of manu- 
facturing the nine pounds of the new fuel 
at fifty-seven one-hundredths of a cent. 
The bituminous coal used every. day to do 
this same work, consuming twice the time, 
Costs from 7 to 10 cents.

My papers patent 
are pending, and I am not worried, for 
I cannot believe any other investigator will 
stumble upon my secret. 

I have no plant for the production of my 
fuel, but I shall have one. I wanted first 
to subject the fuel to such tests as would 
establish, beyond peradventure of doubt, 
ite value and practicability as a fuel. 

The test made at the Post-Dispatch build- 
ing is productive of results exactly the 
same as those of other tests I have made 
through the city. -I have not made a single 
test In which the witnesses have not been 
agreed that my fuel is remarkable, and 
that coal is far behind it and an extrava- 
gance by comparison. 

This discovery is all my own. I believe I 
have discovered a means of making a hotter 
fire than a coal fire at immensely less cost. 
I know I have discovered a fuel that will 
make a hotter fire than coal. If crude oli! 
remains cheap, and there is no possibility 
that it will not, the mixture I have discov- 
ered can always be manufactured for less 
than coal can be mined. It can be sold at 
any point in the Mississippi valley for £2 a 
ton, including fretghts. 

As between my new fuel and coal there 
is no point of view from which my fuel 
doea not show to advantage. You have seen 
nine pounds of it do in one-half the time 
the work of almost 300 pounds of coal. 
You have seen how easily it is handled and 
how little space it requires. Add to this 
its cheapness and the rapidity with which 
it heats and you must admit that I have 
made a discovery. 

I intend organizing a company and manu- 
facturing my fuel. I have no capital my- 
self, but I believe I have discovered some- 
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thing in which capital will speedily become

A business call may 
be made late in the morning, or by appoint- 
ment at any hour agreed upon. 

Q. Who pays the first call? Suppose I 
am married and go to live in a new neigh- 
borhood. How am I to get acquainted if 
I don’t call upon my neighbors? A. Brides 
and strangers, or recently arrived neigh- 
bors never pay first calls. A young mar- 
ried woman newly arrived in the neighbor- 
hood must wait to recefve first visits. 

Q. When must I return such calis. A. 
First calls should be returned within 10 
days at the outside. 

Q. One of the reasons why I dread to 
make calls is the’ cards. I have read 80 
many confusing things about the way the 
name is put on and what to do with your 
card. A. There is nothing alarming about 
this situation at all. The card of eldest or 
only daughters are engraved “Miss Brown” 

r “Miss Johnson.” As you have an older 
sister still unmarried your card, if you 
have one, should be engraved “Miss Alice 
Bronson.” It is in better form for a girl 
of your age to have her name engraved 
beneath her mother’s or chaperon’s on her 
card. 

Q. What sized card do girls and young 
married women use? A. Young girls use 
smaller visiting cards than married wom- 
en. They should be of pure white, rather 
thin bristo] board, with a polished, but 
not a glazed surface. The name should be 
engraved in small  letters—block or old 
English—the address in the righthand cor- 
ner, 

Q. TI have seen some beautiful cards with 
gilt letters and gold edges. Aren't they 
more stylish than just plain black print- 
ing? .A. No; such cards are not in good 
taste. If you were to use such cards it 
would instantly stamp you as a girl who 
was unacquainted with the customs of po- 
lite society. 

Q. Who carries the cards when I go to 
call with my chaperon? A. Your chaperon, 
You accompany her and she takes the in- 
itiative. You follow her and remain prac- 
tically in the background. 

Q. I cannot understand about leaving 
ecards. I have read that you leave cards 
if no one is home. I understand that. But 
don’c you send up your card to see if the 
lady is at home, and if she is does the ser- 
vant bring it back to you? A. The servants 
in well-trained houses always know if the 
mistress is at home and receiving. If the 
servant says his mistress is at home and 
asks you into the drawing room you do not 
in ordinary circumstances offer your card. 
You merely repeat your name to the ser- 
vant. If it is an. ‘at-home’ or weekly re- 
ception day and names are announced, it 
is customary to hand the footman or maid 
a card so that the name may be clearly 
understood. The servant reads the 
names and places the cards in the card 
receiver. 

Q. How long does the call last? A. About '5 
or 20 minutes, if it is a ceremonious visit. 

Q. Who gets up first to go? DoI when 
I know the time is up? A. No; you wait 
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until your silk rises. Then you get up 
and follow after her, allowing her to pre- 
cede you as she leaves the room. If you 
should be nearer the door, you step a Ifi- 
tle back and wait until your chaperon has 
passed through. 

Q. Do lI shake hands or just bow? A. If 
your hostess is a much older woman you 
make your courtesy. If she is a young 
woman wait for her to offer you her hand. 
Then exchange good-bys, smile and pass 
out.

Dr. R. Granville Harrison of Johns 
Hopkins University. 

He calls this remarkable species of the 
human kind “homo caudatus,"’ and he says 
that a real live specimen was recently ex- 
hibited before the Johns Hopkins Hospita! 
Medical Society. It was a boy 6 months o!d, 
born with a tail. 

It was amputated at the request of the 
child's parents, but is carefully preserved 
in alcohol at the university. 

From the United States five such cases 
have been reported. Prior to 1884 116 au- 
thorities had reported cases of tallied men. 

The record of such cases goes back as far 
as Pliny and Pausanias. 

Seventeen years ago a iGerman scientist 
published a map showing the various lands 
supposed to have been, at one time or an- 
other, the haunts of human races with 
tatle. These regions include not anly widely 
distant portions of South America, Asia 
and Africa. but the greater part of western 
Europe. The belief in such races has been 
persistent and wide.

The persistence of “homo caudatus,” even 
in present times, has given rise to discus- 
sion between friends and opponents of the 
Darwinian theory. By the former this 
queer species is considered a reversion to 4 
inonkey ancestor. 

Darwin speaks of a person belonging to 
this strange species. Virchow, the great 
pathologist of Berlin, once studied a boy of 
eight weeks from whom was amputated a 
caudal appendage three inches long. 

Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, in the) At- 
lantic Monthly, June, 1990, stated that he 
saw in London the photograph of a boy 
similarity afflicted. The chief physician of 
the Greek army reports a recruit whe had 
such an adornment containing three verte- 
brae and mentions other recrulis with the 
same deformities.

N America, where “family trees” are 
| just Deginning to sprout, where “grand- 
fathers” are sometimes a thing un- 
known, where the nation’s ruler comes 
through no accident of birth, when a liit- 
tle child opens its eyes, whether in the 
midst of magnificence or poverty, a baby 
girl receives the same welcome as a boy, 
and the last born of a large family is of 
as much importance as the first. But In Bu- 
rope among the rich and titied there are 
questions of great wealth and family lead- 
ership to be considered, and the birth of 
the first child Is invested with an interest 
and ceremonial dignity commensurate with 
the importance of the occasion. And the 
first born of a royal couple is awaited by 
the whole nation with breathless concern 
and the greatest anxiety, as great as if the 
mation’s fate was in truth to be divinely 
placed in the hands of the tiny babe, 

In Italy the “new prince’ has been the 
@ubject for endless discussion in public and 
private, until one could not help but sadly 
eek, “What greeting would there be if a 
mew princess should appear instead?’ 
Since the baby is a girl, having been born 


June 1, and the royal father has expressed 
his entire satisfaction, the Italians, with 
characteristic philosophy, have been mak- 
ing all sorts of demonstrations of delight 
over their new princess. Although no longer 
@ novelty of the moment, all information 
about its belongs is eagerly sought. 

The royal baby will live in the apart- 
ments at the Quirinal occupied by Emperor 
William II of Germany during his memor- 
able visit to Italy. They communicate di- 
rectly with the Queen by a flight of ‘four 
steps downward and are in the Quirinal 
proper. Not many people know that the 
present King and Queen of Italy do not 
live in the Quirinal proper, but in an addi- 
tion recently built. The old superstition in 
the House of Savoy makes it unlucky for 
@ son or grandson to occupy the rooms of 
@ dead ruler of the house. Thus the late 
King Humbert never used his _ father's 
rooms, his som could not occupy them, nor 
those occupied by Humbert himself, and so 
took up his residence in the Quirnial annex, 
@s there was no room left for him in the 
palace proper. His son will, as King, live 
in the apartments of his great-grandfather, 
Victor Emmanuel lI, the next in su.cession, 
will take King Humbert's rooms, and the 
next will live where the present King lives. 

There are four rooms in the suite pre 
pared for the royal infant, and they have 
been fitted up with inlaid floors, white en- 
ameleod walls and white enameled furniture, 
Everything is in the greatest simplicity, 
according to the direct wish of the King, 
who is a Frederick the Great in his ab- 
horrence of luxury. The head nurse has 
been brought over from England. She is a 
Very prim and severe looking person, but 
one highly educated in all things relating 
to children, having had charge of a ma- 
ternity hospital in London. The actual 
murse is an Italian and to choose her was 
@ serious matter for the different royal doc- 
tora. All parts of Italy were searched for 
the healthiest peasant woman, and hun- 
dreds were examined before the choice was 
made. Both of these women will sleep in 
the child’s apartments, and upon their 
Shoulders the nation will put the care of 
the precious life. 

It is a question whother or not the 
Quirinal will be able to hold all the cradles 
Presented to the King and Queen. Certain- 
ly the baby will not be able to use them all. 
Probably the only ones in actual service 
Will be the cradle used by Queen Mar- 
gherita for the present King, and which 
was a gift from the city of Naples, and the 
@ne presented to the royal couple by the 
city of Rome, This was designed by the 


Meman sculptor Monteverde. The figures 
are of bronze with the cradle itself made 
of solid silver. The figures supporting. the 
cradle represent the powers of hcaven and 
of the “Eternal City’’ guarding the [future 
ruler of Italy. 

The Queen mother has presented a solid 
gold toilette service to her grandchild. The 
box is a work of art in itself, being of 
heavy white satin with the royal crest 
worked in the cover with gold thread and 
jewels of green, red and white, the volurs 
of the Italian flag. The graceful scroll de- 
sign ie cut deeply into the gold of the large 
basin, the pitcher and the hand-mirror, be- 
ing traced more delicately on the other ar- 
ticles, The box is over four feet long, and 
two men were needed to lift it. The service 
waa made with the greatest secrecy, and 
was safely lodged in Queen Margherita’s 
palace before its existence was known to 
the public, 

Bome of the little garments were fash- 
foned by Queen Helene herself, who is very 
ekiliful with her needle and takes pride in 
the accomplishment, But the layette proper 
was also a gift from the queen mother, and 
Queen Helene did not see it until each 
dainty garment was put in its white box 
tied with blue ribbon. One or two struy 
boxes were tide in pink, which caused the 
people in charge to say decidedly, ‘““The 
pink will never be used because we shall 
have a prince, we know.” Italians use pink 
for a baby girl and always blue for a boy, 
not only in the layette, but in the garments 
of the mother herself and in the dressing 
of her bed and bed chamber. 

The baby’s basket is a bold exponent of 
the wish of the Italians, being entirely of 
blue in ita foundation of satin, in, the rib- 
bons of the decoration, and’ the soft puf- 
fings of chiffon. The framework is hidden 
entirely by ruchings of narrow blue satin 
ribbon, and under each wide flounce of ex- 
quisite Valenciennes lace there is an un- 
der ruffie of blue satin cut in scallops and 
edged with narrow ribbon. At. the top there 
are four spacious round pockets in the cor- 
ners, made of Valenciennes lace over the 
satin. On either side, facing the center, are 
the pincushions of satin and lace, perfectly 
round, smooth on the top,.with the lace 
forming first a puff and then.a ruffle 
around the sides. The satin is laid on plain 
over the bottom of each of the three 
shelves, and in the center of the top one. 
there is a large embroidered design of the 
royal crest. 

Italian mothers and nurses always carry 
a small child on a pillow; this pillow is cu- 
riously fashioned, so that the baby is cozily 
sipped into a case and then safely kept 
there by being tied in. The royal Italian 
child has enough pillows to change every 
day in the month, if necessary, but one was 
made especially to use at the formal pre- 
sentation of the infant, soon after the birth, 
to the members of the court and the min- 
isters of state. This ceremony is most im- 
portant, especially to the ministers, who 
must become sponsors to the nation that 
the child is positively what it is supposed 
to be; that a boy Has not been smuggled in 
to take the place of a girl, or that a puny 
baby has not been taken away and a strong 
one substituted in its place. This pillow 
has a white satin cover under the slip of 
sheerest linen and Valenciennes lace. The 
baby’s head rests against a lace «esizn 
with the crown in the center at the top. To 
the right and just below the crown, the de- 
sign shows a dove carrying an olive branch 
in its bill, the symbol of pease, presenting, 
as it were to the crown. She branch is en- 
twined in a long spray of forget-mo-nots 
trailing along the ede of this headpiece, 
and on either side are large nutterfiies witn 
wings outstretched. Where the cushion 
opens to sitp the baby in there is a wide 
ruffie of linen, Insertion and lace, and a 
double ruffle down the center tiled with 
broad ribbons. The linen of the lower part 
shows an applique in large circular pat- 
terns, and butterfiles which displays the 
delicate tissues and gauzy wings in elab- 
orate detail. Another pillow of this kind 
has a blue satin foundation and broad blue 


satin ribbons drawn’ through the open em- 
broidery of the. cover. The ribbons.run in 
diagotia! lines to the ruffie and bows down 
the center, and a wide ruffle of embroidery 
finishes the edge of the whole pillow.

In the outfits for the cradle are numer- 
ous other pillows, each of which has its 
coverlet showing its particular design. 
Three of these pillows and coverlets were 
photographed. One has a simple pattern of 
insertion and lace, and is edged with a ruf- 
fle, another shows an intricate pattern in 
applique of large bowknots and stars, and 
in the third the lace is applied in diamond 
shapes and bowknots. The coat which rests 
against the pillows in the photograph is 
made of heavy corded white satin, one yard 
long, and. around the bottom is a deep em- 
broidery in satin applique, of the edelweisa, 
the flower of the House of Savoy. Beneath 
the Valenciennes lace is an accordion- 
pleated ruffie of soft white silk. The lace 
applique is used as a heading to the lace 
ruffies, and it is also laid on the yoke, en- 
tirely covering it. 

Another photograph shows a set of cover- 
lets for the infant’s bed. Next to the sheet 
will,come the soft flanne! cover in white 
with bands of blue ribbon along the edges. 
The middle one is shown here in blue satin 
polka dot, quilted in squares. The tup cov- 
erlet is of wHite matelasse silk with a ruf- 
fie of flowered silk under the lace, which is 
point de Paris.

blue. The royal child will certainly sleep 
in the midst of beauty, for even the sheets 
for the bed and cradle have been in the 
hands of skillful artists of embroidery. One 
set of sheets is embroidered simply in 
sprays of forget-me-not around the edge, 
another shows the embroidery in a pat- 
tern with narrow blue ribbon, snd tn an- 
other set the corners are filled with em- 
hroidery, and an embroidered ruffle finishes 
che sides. One set of sheets is trimmed with 
lace applique and a favorite pattern is the 
dove of peace hovering near the crown. It 
is curlous to see this crown on évery tiny 
article in the layette, sometimes inconspic- 
uously placed beneath the collar or on the 
band, but always finished in exquisite em- 
broidery. The initial gives the monogram 
in detail, as photographed on one of the 
folded sheets. 

Two of the dresses trimmed with Valen- 
clennes lace are shown in one photograph. 
In the first, the lace ruffle is eight inches 
wide and the igsertion five inches, with 
the broad ribbon sash coming from the 
yoke to the bottom, which is cut In deep 
points. In the second, the effact shown

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Each garment has a 1 ning of white 


silk, These dresses are trimmed with some 
of the handsomest pieces of silk seen in the 
layette. It will never be duplicated. 

The three embroidered dresses in anoth- 
er picture give a favorite design, the mar- 
guerite, the flower which the Italians love 
especially for the sake of the queen moth- 
er. The dress trinsmed with lace in this 
group has a ruffle embroidered in mar- 
guerites above the ruffle, and between ‘the 
bands of insertion are bands embroidered 
in marguerites. One of the baby’s hoods 
shows this embroidery design; the other is 
made of puffed chiffon over white silk, a 
high pompon on top and a double ruffle of 
lace around the face. 

The child must be baptised not later than 
eight days after birth. This will be done in 
the private chapel of the Quirinul. The 
baptismal robes have been in the Flouse of 
Savoy .for'many generations, and are moat 
splendid creations of lace and embroidery. 
But one of the new dresses which have 
been added to this outfit is shown here. The 
ruffles of rare lace are put on a foundation 
of heavy white satin, and the dress is lined 
throusnout with thin white silk.
